MRS. CHARLES H. NIX BOUND AND 


GAGGED BY TWO YOUNG MEN. | 


Victim Says They Came to Her House, 
200 Washington Boulevard, to Rent 
Apartments, and Left with $2,250 
Worth of Gems and $75—Intimidate 
Her with Guns and Leave Her Tied

Mrs. Charles H. Nix, 266 Washington 
boulevard, according to a story she told last 
night, was bound and gagged in her house 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon by two 
dung men, who carried away with them 
diamonds worth $2,250 and $75 in money. 
For nearly two hours the woman lay tied 
hand and foot in the basement while the 
robbers ransacked the place. Then they 
carried her to an upper room, threw her in 
a closet, and escaped. By the time Mrs. 
Nix had released herself all trace of the 
thugs was lost. Mrs. Nix says they were 
young men, not over 20 or 22 years of age. 
They gained entrance to the dwelling by 
saying they were looking for rooms for their 
mother and sister. | 

The Nix house stands back from the bou- 
levard at Morgan street. Mrs. Nix's hus- 
band is prospecting among mining properties 
in Colorado, and for that reason she was 
anxious to secure a few boarders, the house 
being large and lonesome. 5 


Gain Entrance to the House. 

At 2 o’clock Mrs. Nix, who was alone in 
the house, heard the front door bell ring. 
She answered it and found two well-dressed 
young men. They told her their mother and 
sistef were coming to the city and they 
wished to secure pleasant quarters for thei 
relatives. Could Mrs. Nix accommodate 
them? Mrs. Nix said she could. Then the 
callers asked to be shown through the house. 
Mrs. Nix led them upstairs and showed them 
several bedrooms. The men decided to rent 
the apartments if Mrs. Nix could convince 
them the house was dry. For this reason 
they asked to see the basement. Mrs. Nix 
still unsuspecting, led the way to the lower 
floor.

STEAMSHIPS COUNTED AS LOST 


Ten Atlantic Vessels Missing for a 
_ Month or More—Crews Number 
300 and Cargoes Valuable 5 

New York, March 14.—[Special.]—The in- 
surance premiums on ten steamships which 
left harbors on the Atlantic seaboard for 
transatlantic ports fate in January were 
raised in London today to 90 guineas—the 
obituary rate, as it is known among insur- 
‘ance men. | 

This means that the vessels, which have 
disappeared from human ken, are believed 
to have been lost. Not one of them has been 
sighted since it left the port of departure 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

Four of the missing steamships left this 
port and all of them were in good time to get 
the full benefit of the hurricane that began 
on Jan. 30 and swept the Atlantic for four 
days. It was this tempest that nearly sent 
‘the Hamburg steamship Bulgaria and the 
Cunarder Pavogia to the bottom. The nar- 
row escape of these two liners from destruc- 
tion is still discussed in shipping circles, 
and to old navigators it is an evidence that 
little hope remains for the luckless freight- 
ers. 

The value of vessels and cargo is estimated 
at two and a half million dollars as a con- 
servative figure. Here is a list of the miss- 
ing fleet, he crews of which aggregate 300:

Sweeps Everything Before It. 

Manila, March 14, 6:30 p. m.—Brigadier 
General Wheaton's column advanced today 
beyond Pasig to the shore of Laguna de 
Bay sweeping everything before it. The 
enemy made a running fight, and suffered 
severe loss. The rebels’ avenue of communi- 
cation north and south is now closed, the 
American cordon stretching over a mile from 
the river to the lake. The rebels are in force 
at Pateros and Taguig. 

Two of yesterday’s wounded, Private 
Stewart of Company B., Twentieth Regi- 
ment, and Private Munson of Company K, 
Twenty-second Regiment, are dead.

Gardner Reports on Eagan. 
In addition to telling of the manner in 
which the refrigerated beef contract was 
‘arranged between the firm of Swift & Co. 


Chief Constructor Horace Gardner gave the 
court an interesting bit of information con- 
cerning General Eagan’s attention to the 
problem of preserving meat in the tropics. 
„He asked me how I knew the meat could 
be handled successfully in that kind of a 
climate. He said he had heard of a man 
named Powell in New York who had sent 
gome beef to Tampa and hung it up for sev- 
eral days. He asked me if we had made 
any test to know if beef ufitreated would 
keep. I told him ‘ No,’ that in my opinion 
it would be safer to rely on a process that 
had been satisfactory for twenty-five years 
and which we knew to be all right from 
general experience. I told him it would be 
necessary, in my opinion, to meet the ex- 
igencies of that climaté, to erect refriger- 
ators on shore. As far as treating it with 
chemicals, there was nothing to it at all.“ 


Dunwiddie Tells of Delay. 


William Dunwiddie, a refrigerating en- 
gineer in the employ of Swift & Co., did not 
add to the luster of the government record 
of the management of affairs in Santiago 
after the capture by telling the court that 
the parts of a refrigerating house the firm 
desired to set up in the city were kept on 
board the Port Victor in the harbor for 
forty-three days through the negligence of 
Colonel Humphreys to afford an opportunity 
for landing. The apparent lack of harmony 
between Colonel Humphreys and General 
Shafter was aired also by the witness ina 
manner which aroused the court to laughter.

F. W. Wilder Denies Chemicals. 

F. W. Wilder, general superintendent of 
Swift & Co., who testified in Washington, 
was recalled to say that no chemicals were 
used in the preservation of beef. : 

G. Z. Van Norman on Inspection 

George E. Van Norman was the first wit- 
ness in the afternoon seseion. He testified 
that he was in the stock commission busi- 
ness at the Union Stock-Yards and familiar 
with the rules of the Stock-Yardz. Of in- 
spection made by the veterinary surgeons 
he said that no animal could be killed in 
the yards unless it had been inspected by 
the State inspector, and that afterwards a 
post rtem examination would be held by 
the governmental inspectors.

The orders were received for me to have 
this meat purchased, and they are all what 
you might call rush orders, to be delivered 
without delay—as soon as possible. So I tele- 
phoned to the different packers and some- 
times saw them personally and got their 
prices and samples, and I examined the sam- 
ples and made the purchases to be shipped 
at the earliest possible moment.“ 

Where were they delivered?’

Letters and Telegrams. : 

Colonel Davis then read the letters and 
telegrams which passed between Colonel 
Smith and the Commissary department at 
Washington for the entire period between 
May 9 and July 19. The first was a query 
from Colonel Weston in behalf of the com- 
missary head, asking if 1,000,000 pounds of 
canned roast beef could be secured in five 
days. Colonel Smith answered the amount 
could not be bought outright in that time, 
but lots of 100,009 and upwarde could be 
purchased for delivery within a week, giving 
the aggregate total desired. 

The correspondence of May 12 elicited the 
information that Armour & Co. would bring 
several hundred thousand pounds back to the 
United States from storehouses in England. 
By the same day Colonel Smith had pur- 
chased 1,929,112 pounds of canned roast beef, 
exclusive of Armour's European meat. The 
government took no exception to the Armour 
plan, and further messages showed orders 
passed from Washington to Colonel Smith 
in Chicago and from the latter east again to 
Colonel Woodruff, purchasing commissary 
at New York, instructing him to receive the 
repatfiated. beef and pay for it. Through 
later messages Colonel Woodruff was in- 
formed of the exact time the beef would ar- 


rive. 

The last telegram read was dated Jan 23, 
1800, and was a copy of one from Colonel 
Smith to General Pagan. It was significant 
in that it showed the perturbation of the 
man who sent the telegram eliciting it as 
an answer.

The mystery of the Prairie State brand, 
of canned roast beef and of the Prairie State 
Packing company was deep yesterday, ‘but 
general opinion pointed to the belief that it 
was put up in the Stock-Yards, though per- 
haps sent somewhere else for labeling. The 
rumors that thej Prairie State brand was 
horse meat had been already disproved

Dr. W. 8. Devoe, chief inspector of the 
Stock-Yards, asked during the after- 
noon session of the Court of Inquiry, at 
which he was an attendant, if he knew what 
firm put up the Prairie State brand, 
answered without hesitation that it was 
‘canned by Armour & Co. He did not seem 
to consider that the name of the brand 
was shrouded in any mystery. 

C. M. Favorite of Armour & Co. declared 
that Armour & Co. never had canned any 
beef under the title Prairie State Packing 
Co. and never had placed any such label 
as Prairie State brand on any of their goods.

Do Armour & Co, manufacture the Prairie 
State brand of canned roast beef?“ an- 
swered: 

“T told the court of inquiry the names of

HERE THANKSGIVING DAY. 


Managers Hold a Conference at Which 
Illinois: Relinguishes Its Contract 
with the Badgers on That Date and 
Takes an Earlier One—New State- 
ments Made Out Showing the Extemt 
of the Boycott Against the Maroons 
—Stagg Gives His Side of Question, 


Michigan and Wisconsin will play in Chi- 
cago on Thanksgiving day. At a confer- 
ence lasting until 1 o'clock this morning IIIi- 
nois gave up its date for the same time with 
Wisconsin in order to permit the Wolverines 
and Badgers to arrange the game desired, it 
being conceded that Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin would be a stronger attraction than Wis- 
consin and Illinois to compete with Brown 
and Chicago. 

Michigan will play Illinois Oct. 28 at Cham- 
paign. Wisconsin will play Illinois at Mu- 
waukee Nov. 11. This is the rearrangement 
of the State university schedules. 

Managers Baird of Michigan, Fisher of 
Wisconsin, and Huff of Illinois agreed to the 


following memorandum last night: 


In making arrangements for football 
games next fall the three State universities 
University of Chicage 
would insist upon terms which they con- 
sidered unfair. As a result the Universities 
of Michigan, Illinois, and Wisconsin contest 
for the following principles: 

hat visiting elevens claim as a right the 
option of a return game, or on such grounds 
as the home team may designate in alternate 
years, and that all games be arranged with 
an equal division of the net receipts. These 
net receipts are to be understood as the gross 
receipts less the cost of advertising, inci- 
dental expenses, including expenses of visit- 
ing teams.“ 


Will Not Meet Chicago. 

. With these principles in view and to show 
heir attitude towards Chicago more clearly 
at managers passed the following resolu- 
Resolved, That it is the understanding 
of theymeeting, that in all 4

It 
would throw on the a@rawers of the checks 
the cost of their collection. The result of 
this will be largely to stop the practice of 
country merchants sending in local checks | 
in settlement of their accounts. There are 
few banks which do not have correspond- 
ents in Chicago, New York, or other money 
centers, and the practice of charging for 
collecting the local drafts will result in the 
merchants buying exchange from the coun- 
try banks on the money centers where their 
business is transacted. With the Chicago 
banks, which make charges for collections, 
there is a minimum charge of 18 cents, with 
a charge of 25 cents for a check of $100, of 50 
cents for one of $500, and a charge of 61 a 
thousand for all large sums. ‘

Nor has it been settled yet how 
much of its nutritious qualities is lost by 
the “canned roast beef” which has been 
put up in accordance with the methods in 
use at the Stock-Tards. The manager of 
one of the packing concerns stated thet the 
beef lost nothing—except weight and sa- 
voriness—by beiug bviled, After he had 
admitted that the water in which the meat 
is boiled ie used to make beef extract he 
was staggered for a moment when shown 
an advertisement stating that the meat ex- 
4ract put up by his firm “retains the nu 
tritious properties of the beef.” His ex- 


‘planation was that the advertisement was 


“an old one,” the inference to be drawn 
*being that the packers have learned better 


, since it was printed. Certainly the nutri- 


‘tious qualities of beef cannot be in two 
places at once—in the beef and in the ex- 
tract. 

' Undoubtedly the beef, being cooked as it 
ds, Goes not lose as much of its nutriment 
as it would were it treated to make beef 
tea or soup stock. Every intelligent house- 
wife knows, however, that, while the pal- 
atable qualities of meat are brought out 
by roasting it, a considerable percentage of 
the nutriment is lost by boiling it, the 
amount depending somewhat on the way 
in which K+ boiled. It is nonsense for the 
@ackers to say their meat was none the less 
mourishing ‘when plunged for a time in boil- 
er. The only question to be de- 
cermined is how much is left to the meat 
hae been thus treated, beyond mere 
soup meat, which, will fil! a man's 
stemacn and Will do nothing more.

40 talk of establishing stable self-govern- 
ment among the Filipinos is to talk a ridict- 
lous absurdity. It the United States were 
to withdraw its naval and military forees 
the result would be inevitable intertribal 
conflict and swift interference by some- 
European government unaffficted with 
mugwump timidity. 


NO SENATOR CHOSEN IN DELAWARE. 

The Delaware Legislature has adjourned 
sine die without electing a Senator. The 
Republicans had a large majority on joint 
ballot, but some of them were “ Addicks 
men” and would vote for nobody except 
their owner. Other Republicans, consider- 
ing Addicks an unsavory candidate, whose 
election would be a disgrace to the State, 
would not vote for him even though it cost 
their party a Senator. ‘The Legislature 
chosen in 1894 was Republican, but Ad- 
dicks stood in the way of the election of a 
Senator. Two years later the Democrats 
got the Legislature and elected Kenney. 
Perhaps they will carry it next year. Then 
there will not be one Republican Senator 
from Delaware, when, but for the offen- 
sive personality of Addicks, there would 
have been two. 

On the closing ballots three Democratic 
members of the Legislature voted for Ad- 
dicks. It is unnecessary to inquire why 
they did se. Everybody will jump at one 
and the same conclusion. It will not be 
that admiration for Addicks’ statesmanlike 
qualities induced these Democrats to de- 
sert their party candidate. 

This year’s Senatorial elections have been 
prolific in disgraceful scandals. Oharges 


Montana, California, and Utah Legisla- 
tures. Then there is this little incident in 
the Delaware Legislature. All these un- 
pleasant things must add force to the move- 
ment to take away the election of Senators 
from the Legisiatures and let the people 
of the States elect them by direct vote. 
If Senatorial nominations were made by 
State conventions it is not at all unlikely 
that money would be used to influence the 
result in some cases, but it is certain that 
the millionaires who buy seats from State 
Legislatures would find it hard to buy nom- 
inations, because it would be so difficult for 
them to get elected. The action of a Legis- 
lature is final. That of a convention is not. 
The people can ratify it or reject it. They 
always will reject a bad nomination. 

When the election of Senators is taken 
away from Legislatures there will be no 
more vacant seats. No political adventurer 
will be able to deprive his party of a Sen- 
ator. When Congress meets in December 
there will be but one Senator from Dela- 
ware and one from Utah. There may be 
but one from California and Pennsytvanis. 
When Legislatures cease to elect Senators 
one incentive to legislative gerrymandering 
will disappear. Legislatures will aleo have 
more time to give to their regular duties. 
But so difficult is it to amend the constitu- 
tion that years may be required to secure 
the transfer of the election of Senators to 
the people. There will doubtless be many 
more legislative scandals before the change 
is made. 


MR. PUTNAM’ FOR LIBRARIAN, 

The selection of Mr. Herbert Putnam cf 
Boston as Librarian of Congress is one of 
the best appointments President McKinley 
has made. As to Mr. Putnam’s eminent 
qualifications for the position there is and 
gan be no question. His administration of 
the Minneapolis Public Library first drew 
the attention of the librarians of the coun- 
try to his executive ability. He introduced 
several features into that library which 
were at the time regarded as novel and per- 
haps unwise, but results justified their wis- 
dom. Asa result, after Boston had erected 
what at that time was the handsomest home 
for books in the country and cast about to 
find a man of broad culture, progressive 
ideas, and executive ability to place at the 
head of it, the choice fell upon the young 
librarian of the Western city. 


Boston Public Library has added to his 
reputation, and he will bring to bis new 
position an experience and broad culture 
that will insure an excellent administration 
of what is rapidly coming to be regarded 
not so much a library of Congress as the 
nation’s library. - 

Mr. Putnam’s appointment is a fortunate 
one in some other respects also. It is a dis- 
tinct recognition of the principle of civil 
service and a rebuke to politicians who 
would have been content to have placed at 
the head of the National Library a mere 
politician, without any training in or fit- 
ness, for library work and management. 
The Congressional Library in its new and 
magnificent home has outgypwn this con- 
ception of the duties of the man to be 
placed at the head of it. Hereafter not 
even spoils politicians will feel that they can 
afford to offend the intelligence of the peo- 
ple by selecting a mere politician for that 
responsible office. 


THE COTTAGE SYSTEM AT PONTIAC. 

The bill introduced by Senator Busse 
at Springfield, calling for an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for the organization of 
a cottage system for juvenile offenders in 


tiac, is another measure of reform in crimi- 
nal mattets which should at once engage 
the favorable attention of the Legislature 
and be advanced to speedy passage. It 
is superfluous to enter upon a discussion 
of the merits of this system, which has 
been tested at the Glen Mills Industrial 
School in Pennsylvania, at Eldora, Ia., 
and at the Glenwood School in this county 


cess alone should appeal to the Legislature 
and convince members not alone of the 
desirability but of the necessity of the sys- 
tem which this bill calls for. 

The reformatory at Pontiac is in one 
sense a prison by reason of the older in- 
mates confined there, some of whom are 
criminals in the sight of the law. Of the 
1,400 boys there more than 300 are under 
14 and some of them are only 10 and 
11 years of age. Under the present ar- 
rangements it is practically impossible to 
make anything like a complete separation 
of these boys. The younger ones who are 
not criminals are compelled to associate 
with the older ones, and they not only 
suffer from the stigma of such association 
bat they soon learn from them all the 
ways which lead them eventually upon 
vicious careers. 

There is not a State in the union which 
has done so little in caring for unfortunate 
boys and removing them from temptations

REDUCING WATER RATES. | 
The Council passed night before last an 
ordinance reducing the water frontage rates 
10 percent. This will be a popular measure 
with all householders except the few who 
pay meter rates. Whether it is a wise 
measure is another question. While the 
«water revenues are large they are saddled 
with heavy charges, They were antici- 
pated some years ago by the issuance of 
certificates which have not been paid off 
yet. Out of the surplus receipts must 
come all the money yet to be paid on ac- 
count of the expensive tunnels now under 
construction and the new pumping 
machinery. The cost of those tunnels, 
thanks to allowances for extras and the 
liberal way in which some af the con- 
tracts have been construed by the Supreme 
Court, will far exceed the original esti- 
mates. 


reduced about $200,000 by this 10 per cent 
cut in frontage rates. The chairman of 
the Finance committee knew that much, 
but when he was asked what amount of 
indebtedness in contracts and certificates 
was outstanding against the water fund 
his reply was that he did not know. Al- 
derman Powers is at the head of the com- 
mittee, and from such a chairman such 
an answer was to be expected. Though 
the Aldermen had no information on a 
most important point, they voted for the 
ordinance because they knew so many of 
their constituents would be pleased. 

There are water certificates outstanding 
for one million dollars. Half of them fall 
due in June and the remainder in De- 
cember. The City Engineer estimates the 
amount to be paid out of the water fund 
this year by contract at $1,784,000. He 
puts the amount to be paid out for exten- 
sions of water mains, maintenance of 
pumping stations, etc., at $1,874,000, The 
salaries to be paid will aggregate $828,000. 
This makes a total of $3,486,000. Add to 
that the million of certificate indebted- 
ness and the $300,000 judgment in favor of 
one of the tunnel contractors, and the grand 
total is $4,800,000, a sum exceeding the 
revenues of the water office, which last 
year were $3,600,000. It is evident that 


} this is not the time to cut down the rev- 


enues by $200,000 or any other sum. 
Therefore the Mayor ought to veto this 
ordinance. By doing so he will dispose of 
any suspicion that it may have been 
brought forward as a political device to 
help him in the approaching election by 
enabling him to tell the people that he has 
given them lower water rates. He can 
lay facts before the Council which will 
prove that the city cannot afford to cut 
down the water revenues at this time. 
Aldermen whose terms expire this year 
and who want to be re#lected will vote to 
pass over a veto an ordinance which they 
believe will help them to stay in the Coun- 
cil, but there are not enough of those Alder- 
men to beat a veto. .

in Territory and Wealth. : 


The difference between the United States 


at the moment that Census Director Mer- 
riam is about to begin the decennia! work of 
computation and that whieh his earliest 
predecessor aw is one of the marvels of 
history, 
States in 1790, at the time the first national 
count was made, was. in round figures, 
8,980,000. According to the statistical ab- 
stract, which has just been issued by the 
government, the population in 1808 was 74,- 
380,000. It will be 77,500,000 by the time that 
Mr. Merriam's assistants finish their work 
in 1900. When Franklin, about a century 
and a quarter ago, told England that the 


population of the thirteen colonies was 


doubling every twenty-five years, and weuld 
continue for many years to grow at that 
8 the world was startled and incredu- 
ous. 
astray in his calculations. America for 
many decades doubled in population at the 
rate he predicted. It now doubles every 
thirty years, for the population of 1870 was, 
roundly stated. 38,560,000, while that of 1900 
will be about twice this figure. 

For twenty years past the United States 
has heen the wealthiest nation in the world. 
It is increasing faster in wealth than any 
other nation. Its growth in wealth exceeds 
that in population, for while its increase In 
inkaditants is far more rapid than in any 
other nation cn the globe, the proportion of 
money in the country is steadily gaining on 
it. In 1870 the wealth per inhabitant was 


$18.73. It was $24.04 in 1880, $34.24 in 1890, 


and $35.39 in 1808. It is likely to be between 
$36 and $37 in 1900. This growth in wealth 
is also without a parallel in the record of 
any other great nation. Tha amount of 
money in circulation like wise shows a steady 
and rapid gain: This was $21.10 on July 1. 
1896. It was $22.49 at the same date in 1897, 
and $24.71 at the middle of 1898. This in- 
crease is rendered particularly remarkable 
by the circumstance that by the use of 
checks, drafts, and the other money eron- 
omizing contrivances, a dollar is now en- 
abled to do more work than twice or thrice 
that sum could have done in the early part 
of the century. j 

At the time the first head of the census 
began his count the area of thé United States 
was 827,844 square miles. It ia now, ex- 
elusive of Alaska, 3,025,600 square miles. 
Including Alaska, whose area can be 
guessed at only approximately, and the re- 
cent acquisitions, it is about 3,800,000 square 
miles. When the first decennial count wos 
made the western border of the United 
States was the Mississippi River, and its 
southerly line was a parallel which cuts 
across the lower ends of the present States 
of Alabama, Mississippi, and that projection 
of Louisiana which is east of the Mississippi 
River. All the territory west of the Missis- 
sippi at that time belonged to Spain, and all 
the territory below the southerly line mer- 
tioned was owned by the same country. We 
spread to the Pacific and the Gulf of Mexico 
long ago, and now stretch hundreds of miles 
farther to the south and thousands of miles 


farther to the west, and have besides taken 


in a large strip to the northwest. The 
changes of the near future be as 
amazing as those which have occurred in 
the past.

The federal census of 1900 Is to be a record - 
breaking one, according to all present in- 
dications. By the federal census of 1890 the 
aggregate material wealth of the United 
States, compared with the wealth of Great 
Britain, was less in ships and merchandise, 
but exceeded in many other items. The real 
estate of this country was then valued at

Coffin, Bottle, and Indiana Coal Men in 
| Conference—Decide to Ad- | 
vance Prices. 


Coffin manufacturers, ma of n 
and glass flint bottles, and kere of green 
operators of coal mines in Indiana met in 
Chicago hotels yesterday to increase prices, 
Bach meeting was held behind closed doors, 
and the officers and members of the associa- 
tions declined to disclose the result of the 
conference. 

The bottle manufacturers met in the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, in separate rooms, the green- 
bottle and the flint-glass bottle makers be- 
longing to separate organizations. The con- 
ditions of the market and the prospective 
increase in demand, due to a daily improv- 
ing business, was discussed at both ses- 
sions. A joint meeting was then held, and 
the manufacturers agreed that they could 
secure better prices. A plan for a joint or- 
ganization was submitted, and will be acted 
on later. Green bottles are used in putting 
up mineral waters, liquors, and liquids soid 
in quantities of more than a pint. Prices 
will be advanced from 10 to 20 per cent. 
Bottle manufacturers from all parts of the 
United States are in attendance. 

A preliminary meeting of the coffin man- 
ufacturers was held in the same hotel to 
arrange for the convention of the National 
association this morning. When the ques- 
tions of national interest are disposed of 
the association will pay attention to the 
probable formation of trysts in the larger 
cities not yet in such organizatiens. 

Ten owners of large mines in Indiana at- 
tended the meeting of coal mine operators 
in the Great Northern Hotel.

Chief interest centered in the Belaieff "’ 
quartet. It is one of those works of which 
there are several in musical Iſterature, 
which owe their creation to the desire on the 
part of two or more composers to perpetrate 
a musical joke or to pay a musical tribute 
to some @riend. The Leipzig publisher, Be- 
laieff, bas been thus honored by the four 
Russians, and a work not only interesting in 
the cleverness and technical skill displayed, 
but. attractive and valuable from a purely 
musical standpoint, is the result. The three 
notes, B flat, A, and F, seem not to form an 
especially promising theme, but the in- 
genuity, invention, and skill shown by the 
young Russians in all their music are most 
brilliantly proven in the results obtained 
from this small bit of musical material. The 
name is repeated over and over, in melo- 
dic phrase, in accompaniment, in figuration, 
and in every device possible, and yet with a 
seeming spontaneity, an ease, and effective- 
ness astonishing. The first and third move- 
ments, the former by Rimsky-Korsakow, 
and the latter by Borodine, are the cleverest 
and most attractive parts of the work, 
Liadow’s Scherzo, although ingenious, seem- 
ing a bit made, and the Glazounow 
finale having less of beauty than the first 
and third movements. 
The Borodine Serenata, with guitar effect 
accompaniment for the violin and cello, and 
the viola sounding in long sustained tones a 
melody consisting of the B-flat-A-F twice 
repeated the first time, taking the F above 
the A, and the second time the F below, is 
a bit of musical workmanship of exceptional 
beauty: So attractive it proved last night 
that two-thirds of it had to be repeated be- 
fore the next movement would be listened to. 
The quartet played the work con amore, 
entering’ into its spirit, and overcoming its 
technical difficulties in admirable manner. 
The Mozart Quintet was a musical delight 
from beginning to end—such pure sunny de- 
light as Mozart can so lavishly give when in 
his: joyous The quartet played the 
work with g finish and taste, and Mr. 
Roehrborn pfoved a clarinetist: of high 
abilities, the Larghetto being especially 
satisfactorily played. 

In the Dvorak Quintet the effect was often 
marred by having the piano top raised, this 
instrument so predominating in the forte 
passages that only the first violin was clear- 
ly audible/ The balance between the five 
instruments was thus destroyed, and, there- 
fore, it was only in the softer portions of 
the work that the performance proved satis- 
factory. The Scherzo was delightfully 
given, Mr. Godowsky’s clear, 
piano work being especially suited to this 
movement.

Probably not fifty people in this country 
know the name of Rothstein. And yet Roth- 
stein is one of the most influential men of the 
Russian empire and a power in the financial 
world of Europe. He is the alter ego of 
Count de Witte, the celebrated Minister of 

of the Czar, and fills much the same 
position towards the Count as that Capuchin 
monk, Father Joseph, popularly known as 
the Gray Eminence,“ occupied towards 
the great Cardinal Richelieu. 

Count Witte does nothing whatsoever 
without the advice and counsel of Roths 
and, inasmuch as Count Witte is far and 
away the most powerful of Russian states- 
men, holding the purse strings of the empire 
and exercising an influence over every 
branch of the imperial administration, the 
importance of Herr Rothstein will be read- 
ily appreciated. 

Like the Count, Rothstein is of humble 
origin and in addition to this is a Hebrew 
both by faith and by race, and a Prussian 
by birth. True, today he is a naturalized 
subject of the Czar. But he does not speak 
Russian well, although he is quick enough 
o discover any flaw in a financial contract 
or agreement drawn up in that language. 

Rothstein came to Russia about the time 
of the first conversions of the Russian debt, 
and made his début at St. Petersburg as 
the secretary of Hansemann of the Berlin 
Bank, who played eo great a role in the 
first conversion. 

By degrees he worked his way up, and 
today is member of the Imperial Council of 
the Treasury of the Russian empire, Gov- 
ernor of the International Bank of St. 
Petersburg as well as of that Russo-Chinese 
Bank, which is in every sense of the word 
a state institution. 

He is one of the rudest men that it is pos- 
sible to imagine, declaring that courtesy 
and pleasant manners are useless, since 
vou never win a game of chess with your 
heart, but with your head.“ ! 

This brusquerie of his is astonishing in a 
country where people of the lower classes 
and especially of the Jewish race are treated 
with so much contempt and ignominy as in 
Russia, and it merely serves to illustrate 
how great is his power, since nobody dares 
to make him pay for his rudeness. 

It cannot be said that his appearance is 
prepossessing. He has a sort of look of a 
sick Mephistopheles. His hair and beard 
are red, his shoulders bent, and all his move- 
ments indicate a sour temper and an embit- 
tered mind He is terribly short-sighted, 
wears double glasses, has an enormous 
straight nose, a huge mouth with bad teeth, 
and extremely thick lips. ’ 

It is. impossible to form an idea of the 
coarseness and brutality of his language. 

He is held responsible throughout Europe 
for Russia's introduction of the gold stand- 
ard and likewise for having persistently, 
through his associate, Count de Witte, 
served as a sort of drag or brake to the en- 
thusiasm of the advocates of the alliance 
between France and Russia. 

In fact, if today the alliance between 
France and Russia is still vague and in- 
definite, and if Russia has repeatedly left 
France in the lurch, especially in connection 
with the Fashoda affair, it is largely ascriba- 
ble to the Herr Rothstein, who never forgets 
his Prussian origin and seldom loses an op- 
portunity of giving France a quiet stab. 

Indeed, today there is no country the cap- 
ital, the industry, the trade, and the enter- 
prise of which in Russia finds so many ob- 
stacles placed in its way by the imperial 
government as those of France. 


In response to the inquiry of a corre: 
spondent who is curious to know in what 
measure the Princes and Princesses of the 
reigning house of Prussia are dependent 
upon Emperor William for their allowances, 
I may state that their incomes from the 
crown property are regulated by what are 
known as the family statutes of the house of 
Hohenzollern. 

The and Princesses of the reign- 
ing house of Prussia draw no money from 
the national treasury and are thus entirely 
independent of the taxpayers, in which re- 
spect they differ from the members df the 
sovereign house of Great Britain. 

The reigning family of Prussia has large 
estates as well as a huge fund the revenues 
of which aré apportioned among the various 
Princes Princesses, the head of the 
house, the King of Prussia and Emperor of 
Germany, having it in his power, however, 
to inerease the allowance of this or that 
Prince or Princess. But he has no right or 
power to diminish it below a certain mini- 
mum. 

The fund and the estates from which these 
allowances are derived is known by the 
name of the Kronfideicommissfond,”’ and 
from this fund the Princes and Princesses 
receive, from the moment of their birth to 
their majority or marriage, an allowance 


‘ 


which increases year by year. 1 


On attaining their majority the Princes 
receive what is called an appanage- that is 
to say, a fixed income—from the fund for 
the remainders of their lives, and likewise a 
large sum of ready money for the purpose 
of enabling them to set up an establish- 
ment. This appanage is purely personal 
and cannot be inherited. It is increased by 
40 per cent on the marriage of the Prince 
in question, providing, always, he marries 
with the consent of his family. 

The dowry of every royal Prussian Prin- 
cess is $100,000. That is to say, she receives 
that sum from the fund with the long name 
above mentioned, in addition to any money 
she may get from her father or mother. 
She likewise receives $7,000 a year in gold 
for her personal pin money, and from the 
fund in question are likewise defrayed the 
expenses of her household, which consists, 
per etatute, of a grand mistress of the robes, 
two ladies of honor, a marshal of the court, 
a chamberlain, two maids, two valets, six 
footmen, one coachman, one outrider, two 


cooks, and two pages. 


For the daughters of the sovereign of 
England the dowry is fixed at $150,000, and 
an annuity of $30,000 a year is granted, both 
of which amounts have to be voted by 
Parliament. The annuity is small enough in 
all conscience, as the Princess receives noth- 


hold, which she is forced to maintain ona 
royal scale—that is to say, with costly ladies 
and gentlemen in waiting. 

In fact, Princess Louise, fourth daughter 
of the Queen, although she has no children, 
finds it so difficult to make both ends meet 
on her annuity of $30,000 a year that she is 
forced to add to her income by working as 
a professional sculptress, while her husband, 
the Marquis of Lorne who is not on par- 
ticularly good terms with his father, the 
Duke of Argyll, is glad to earn a few thou- 
sand dollars a year as working partner of 
a third-rate firm of house decoratore in 
Chelsea. 

The Princesses of the reigning house of 
Bavaria and of Austria receive a dowry on 
their marriage of $100,000 together with a 
small annuity, and the dowries of other 
royal Princesses are in keeping. 

From this it will be seen that royal Prin- 
cesees of Europe are, from a financial point 
of view at any rate, not only no matrimonial 
catches, but rather a source of expense, since 
the money which they receive either from 
their families or from the state is in no sense 
proportionate to the costly style of existence 
which they are required to maintain. 

France’s new President has inaugurated 
a much more democratic style of existence 
at the Elysée than his predecessor. In the 
first place, he has given orders that the 
guard is not to be turned out nor the mili- 
tary honors due to a President to be ren- 
dered except when he leaves or enters the 
palace in state attended by his military 
staff, in connection with some official func- 
tion. He wishes to be able to enter and leave 
his home without any fuss or pomp. 

Then, too, he has dispensed with all the 
dainty white and gold furniture for his pri- 
vate apartments which President Faure was

Harris Insists on $9,000,000. 

Graham H. Harris, President of the Schoot 
board, said last night that if the City Council 
at its special financial session on Thursday 
afternoon appropriates $7,000,000 instead of

I have talked over this matter in an in- 
formal way with the members of the Judi- 
clary committee,” he said, “and they feel 
the same way that I do.
